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Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is directed to generating an interactive profile of a building 
structure employing interactive profile system. The profiling engine performs a 
systematic enhancement of the plan set, building upon the elemental physical 
descriptions of the plan set. Each element of the physical description is functionally 
analyzed for relational attributes and then expanded and tagged. The user directs a 
profile query to the application engine of the interactive profile system. 

The closest prior art Kemp, US Pub.No. 2001/0047251 is directed to computer 
aided design system for interactively designing three dimensional models for 
architectural projects operates on a distributed computer network . As components are 
added to the project, an expert knowledge system reviews the model against heuristic 
rules and for conflicts with component manufacturer specifications and building codes, 
[see page 2, col 1 , 001 6]. 

The closest prior art Ishenwood, US Patent No. 5918219 is directed to estimating, 
job costing, scheduling, specification details merging with the information system, more 
specifically accurate, reliable automated estimating technique can be effected by 
capturing independent focused blocks of data intimately linked to all associated parts of 
a task [see col 4, line 9-20]. 
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However, both Kemp, Isherwood either singularly or in combination, fail to 
anticipate or render obvious the recited feature " to create a oost-CAD electronic profile 
of the building based on the elemental plan data, and (c ) to store the post-CAD 
electronic profile in a profile database associated with the CAD independent profiling 
engine" in claim 22, "creating a post-CAD electronic profile of a building, including a 
three-dimensional representation of the building and its component parts, the post-CAD 
electronic profile being created based on a plan set of the building, processed bv a 
CAD-independent profile generating engine" in claim 28. These features together with 
the other limitations of the independent Claims are novel and non-obvious over the prior 
art of record. The dependent Claims 23-27,29-30 being definite, enabled by the 
specifications, and further limiting to the independent Claim, are also allowable.
